Under the program price sup­ 
ports for wheat dropped from 
an av erage of $1.8 2 a bushel for 
the 1963 crop to $1..30 for this 
year’s 
production. 
Price sup­ 
ports will be limited to farm ers 
who harv est within their allot­ 
ments. 
But in addition, cooperating 
farm ers will get m ark eting cer- 
itficates w'orth an av erage of 
47.5 cents a bushel on 90 per 
cent of the normal production 
on their allotments and pay­ 
ments for div ersion of land from 
wheat. 
The non-cooperator will hav e 
to depend on whatev er price he 
can get in the m ark et. 
Heav iest signup was in the 11 
commercial 
wheat 
producing 
states in the Great Plains and 
the West, The percentages of 
the allotments by states which 
were signed up included: North 
Dak ota and Montana, 9 1; Kan­ 
sas 90; Washington.

Sea th ree years ago. 
At th e age of .seventy h e stood in a sun 
so h ot th at Mrs. Pearson complained th e 
ripper on th e back of h er dress burned like 
a poker. At Aswan h e raced th rough tun­ 
nels dug in solid rock for generating h ydro­ 
electric power with crowds of ch anting 
Egyptian workers following h im and h e 
h arangued crowds h imself for several h ours 
with th e result th ere was considerable spec­ 
ulation h ow h e would stand up under th e 
strain. 
On h is last day in Cairo, we \isited Mr, 
and Mr.s. Kh rush ch ev and th eir .son-in-law 
Alexei Adzh ubei at ornate Kubbeh palace, 
built by King Farouk but set aside as th e 
residence for th e Soviet delegation during 
th e Aswan dedication. “ My son-in-law says 
th at wh en we leave Moscow we really get 
a rest,” .said Mrs. Kh rush ch ev.

h ot.” sh e said, “ but th ey tell me th e h ot 
weath er h a.s been two weeks delayed in 
roming to Cairo and it’s been very plea.s- 
ant.”

Show in Ot her Diseases

Q—My 
doctor

may be in a preleukemic state. 
Wh y can’t h e tell me definitely 
wh eth er th is is leukemia 
A—Th e early diagnosis of leu­ 
kemia is not simple. Early signs 
are varied and are common to 
many oth er diseases. Th e vic­ 
tim may complain of loss of ap­ 
petite, vomiting and vague pains 
in th e abdomen. As th e disease 
progresses th ere may be weak­ 
ness and easy fatigability. Th e 
clinch er is th e blood count. In 
leukemia th ere is usually an in­ 
crease in th e wh ite blood cells 
and a decrease in th e red cells 
but of even greater importance 
is th e presence of certain ab­ 
normal cells. If th e diagnois is 
in 
doubt, 
th e 
blood 
smears 
sh ould be examined by a con­ 
sultant wh o is an expert in dis­ 
eases of th e blood.

Q—My neph ew, 5, h as been 
diagnosed a.s h aving valley fev­ 
er. Wh at causes it and wh at is 
th e treatment? 
A—Valley fever or desert fev­ 
er is caused by inh aling th e fun­ 
gus, coccidioides. Infection with 
th is organism is common in 
south western United States and 
is usually mild. In a few vic­ 
tims. h owever, it causes a pneu­ 
monia like disease and may 
spread 
to 
th e 
spleen, 
liver, 
bones, kidneys and brain. After 
j recovery, th e victim is usually 
h ypersensitive 
to 
th is 
mold

wh ich may be carried in th e air 
on h ot dry days. 
Th is sensitivity may result in

This y ear’s in­ 
creased spening will still be 
well belo w po stwar peaks as a 
percentag e o f the g ro ss natio nal 
pro duct. 
The reaso n fo r the lag , say 
eco no mists at Chase Manhattan 
Bank o f New Yo rk, lies in pro fit. 
These, to o , hav e risen to a rec­ 
o rd in do llar vo lume. But the 
bankers co mpared them to sales 
and to the GNP. 
After-tax pro fits this y ear are 
ex pected to rise to 3.3 per cent 
o f co rpo rate sales. But in the
